Dry casein »roduction during January. was sharply lower than a year earlier and 
contra~seasonally down from December, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics reports, | 
January output, estimated at 750,000 pounds, was 70 percent below January last year 
and 37 percent less than the 1942.46 average for January. This is the third lowest 
January production in the past 25 years, The seasonal change from December to Jan— 
vary this year was a 15 percent decline compared with a 6 percent gain a year earlier 
and an average gain of 21 percent during 1942.46, 


While stocks of dry casein held by domestic driers at 1,475,000 pounds on January 31 
were sligntly higher than a month earlier, they were still the lowest of record for 
January and except for the December stocks were the lowest of record.for any date, 
The decline in stocks from a year earlier was 36 percent. Holdings on January 31
